JULY  1 , 195  7 

CORN  A.ND  SOYBEAN  STOCKS  CONTINUE  AT  RECORD  LEVELS 

Stocks  of  corn  and  soybeans  in  all  positions  on  July  1 continued  at  record 
levels.  Corn  stocks  of  2 billion  bushels  and  soybean  stocks  of  87  million 
bushels  exceeded  the  previous  record  by  13  and  31  percent,  respectively. 
Stocks  of  feed  grains--corn,  oats  and  barley--add  to  a total  of  nearly  62 
million  tons --the  largest  in  the  15  years  for  which  comparable  data  are  avail- 


able. 


V^heat  stocks  of  905  million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  July  I were 
the  fourth  largest  of  record  for  that  date  but  were  128  million  bushels  less 
than  the  previous  year  and  the  smallest  carryover  stocks  since  1953,  Total 
stocks  were  more  than  double  the  1946-55  average  July  1 stocks  but  nearly 
9 percent  less  than  the  1956  production,  July  1 stocks  were  less  than  April  1, 
1957  stocks  by  283  million  bushels,  compared  with  a disappearance  of  nearly 
288  million  during  the  same  period  a year  earlier. 

Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  846  million  bushels  were  more  than  12  percent 
less  than  the  holdings  a year  earlier  with  only  the  merchant  mills  reporting 
larger  stocks.  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  a total  of  91  million 
bushels  stored  in  bins  under  CCC  control  and  aboard  ships  in  the  '’mothball 
fleet" --a  reduction  of  34  million  bushels  or  27  percent  from  the  previous  year 
and  II  million  bushels  less  than  on  April  1,  1957,  Stocks  in  terminals  and 
interior  mills  showed  declines  from  the  previous  year  of  6 and  15  percent, 
respectively. 

Stocks  of  6,  6 million  bushels  of  rye  in  all  positions  on  July  1,  the 
smallest  carryover  since  1953,  were  6o  percent  less  than  a year  earlier  and 
9 percent  below  the  lO-year  average.  These  stocks  were  49  percent  less 
than  April  1,  1957  compared  with  the  April  1 to  July  1 average  disappearance 
of  36  percent,  Farm  stocks  of  rye,  estimated  at  2,  1 million  bushels,  were 
12  percent  below  last  year  and  accounted  for  about  one-third  of  the  total 
stocks.  Terminal  stocks,  down  sharply  from  a year  earlier,  were  38  percent 
less  than  the  lO-year  average  and  accounted  for  less  than  one-third  of  the 
total  stocks.  Interior  mills  and  elevators  stocks  of  2,4  million  bushels  were 
50  percent  less  than  last  year  but  39  percent  above  average.  Stocks  stored  in 
Government-owned  bins  were  small,  but  slightly  more  than  half  the  off-farm 
total  was  owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation, 
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Corn  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  July  1 are  estimated  at  1,963 
million  bushels 13  percent  above  the  previous  July  record  of  1,742  million 
bushels  a year  ago.  Stocks  on  farms  at  1,  118  million  bushels  were  about  130 
million  bushels  above  a year  earlier.  Storage  at  interior  mills,  elevators, 
and  warehouses  were  126  million  above  a year  earlier  and  at  terminals  71 
million  above.  Corn  stored  in  CCC-owned  bins  was  down  106  million  bushels 
from  July  1,  1956.  Nearly  seven-tenths  of  the  total  July  1 stocks  were  under 
support  or  owned  by  CCC,  a little  above  a year  earlier.  Disappearance  of  corn 
from  all  storage  positions  during  the  April-June  vjuarter  was  624  million 
bushels  compared  with  567  million  bushels  the  same  quarter  last  year  and  the 
highest  for  the  quarter  since  1947, 

Oats  stocks  of  238  million  bushels  made  the  smallest  July  1 carryover 
since  and  with  that  exception  the  smallest  since  1950,  They  were  about 

a third  less  than  the  stocks  carried  over  last  year  from  the  large  1955  crop. 
About  80  percent  of  the  total  was  on  farms,  a slightly  higher  proportion  than 
a year  earlier.  About  one-eighth  of  the  total  holdings  were  CCC  owned  or 
under  support  as  compared  with  about  a sixth  of  the  larger  July  1,  1956  stocks. 
Disappearance  of  oats  for  the  April-June  quarter  was  237  million  bushels-- 
about  half  the  April  1 stocks--much  lower  than  a year  earlier  and  less  than  in 
any  April-June  quarter  since  1945, 

Barley  stored  in  all  positions  July  1,  l957--estimated  at  128  million 
bushels--represented  an  1 1 -million-bushel  increase  in  the  carryover  from  a 
year  earlier  and  approached  the  record  l3l-million-bushel  carryover  on 
July  1,  1955,  Off-farm  stocks  July  1,  at  86,7  million  bushels,  were  record 
large  for  the  date  and  9 million  bushels  greater  than  a year  earlier.  Barley  in 
farm  storages  July  1,  estimated  at  41,5  million  bushels,  were  2 million  above 
July  1 last  year.  About  seven-tenths  of  the  current  stocks  of  barley  were  under 
support  or  owned  by  the  CCC  compared  with  one-half  of  the  July  1,  1956,  stocks. 
Disappearance  of  barley  from  all  storages  during  the  April-June  quarter  was 
73  million  bushels  compared  with  the  record  88  million  bushel  disappearance 
for  the  same  quarter  last  year. 

Sorghum  grain  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  July  1,  totaling  99  million 
bushels,  were  well  below  the  118  million  bushels  a year  earlier.  Stocks  on 
farms  at  8,6  million  bushels  were  considerably  below  the  14.  1 million  on  July 
I,  1956,  Interior  mill,  elevator,  and  warehouse  stocks  were  9.2  million 
bushels  below  July  1,  1956,  and  terminal  stocks  4,0  million  bushels  lower. 

About  eight-tenths  of  the  July  1 stocks  were  owned  by  CCC,  a little  under  the 
proportion  of  a year  earlier.  Disappearance  of  sorghum  grain  from  all  storage 
positions  during  the  April-June  quarter  was  40  million  bushels. 

Soybean  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  July  1 are  estimated  at  87,3 
million  bushels.  These  were  the  highest  July  1 stocks  of  record,  exceeding 
the  previous  high  of  July  1,  1955,  by  about  21  million  bushels.  Last  year  at 
this  time. total  stocks  amounted  to  64,3  million  bushels, 

Trom  an  estimated  supply  of  459,6  million  bushels  (carryover  October  1 
of  3,  7 million  plus  1956  preliminary  production  of  455,9  million  bushels)  a 
disappearance  of  372,  3 million  bushels  for  the  period  October  1-July  1 is 
indicated  by  July  1 stocks.  Actual  disappearance  for  the  period  includes  about 
244  million  bushels  processed  for  oil,  nearly  69  million  bushels  exported,  and 
seed,  feed,  losses,  etc,,  of  about  32  million  bushels.  In  addition,  crushings

and  exports  of  new  crop  soybeans  during  September  1956  of  ‘oerhaps  12  million 
bushels  should  also  be  deducted  from  the  total  available  supply.  This  \^rould 
indicate  a discrepancy  of  about  15  million  bushels  v/hich  may  be  due  either  to 
statistical  errors  in  the  s tocks  report,  estimates  of  uses,  or  in  the  preliminary 
estimate  of  the  1956  production.  Some  of  this  discrepancy  may  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  unusually  large  q.U3ntities  of  beans  were  in  transit  from  CCC  on  July  1 
and  may  not  be  fully  reflected  in  the  July  1 stocks. 

Elaxseed  carryover  stocks  in  all  storage  positions  on  July  1 totaled  19*6 
million  bushels.  This  compares  vdth  only  4.1  million  bushels  a year  earlier  and 
was  the  highest  of  record  for  the  date,  slightly  above  the  previous  record  of 
1'9»^  million  bushels  on  July  1,  1949.  Most  of  the  stocks  on  July  1 this  year 
were  in  the  off-farm  positions  as  farm  stocks  accounted  for  only  2.6  million 
bushels. 

Current  stocks  indicate  a disappearance  for  the  ye^r,  July  1,  1956,  to 
July  1,  1957f  of  33»2  million  bushels.  This  is  from  a supply  of  52.8  million 
bushels  (carryover  of  4,1  million  plus  1956  production  of  ii8,7  million  bushels). 
During  the  year,  crushings  amounted  to  26,1  million  bushels,  exports  were  around 
3 million  bushels,  and  seed  about  3*7  million  bushels.  This  accounts  for  32.8 
million  bushels  and  is  in  close  agreement  v/ith  the  disappearance  indicated  by 
stocks  deducted  from  supplies,
